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STATEMENT BY THE- PRESIDENT OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL 


Sallowing consultations among the members of the Security Councifi^; the 
President of the Council made the following statement, on behalf of the Council, 
at its 3409th meeting on 28 July 1994, in connection with the Council's 
consideration of the item entitled "The Situation in the Middle East": 

"The members of file Security Council have noted with appreciation the 
report of the Secretary-General bn the United Nations Interim Force in 
Lebanon (UNIFIL) (S/1994/856) submitted in conformity with re so', utipn 895 
of 28 January? 71994 . 

"They reaffirm their commitment to the full sovereignty, independence, 
territorial -integrity and national unity of Lebanon within its 
internationally recognized boundaries. In this context, they assert that 
any State shall refrain from the threat or use oil -force against the 
territorial integrity or political independence of any State, or in any 
other manner inconsistent with the Purposes of the United Nations. 

"As the Security Council extends the mandate of UNIFIL for a further 
Jyrtterim period on the basis of rcso". ution 425 (1978), the members of the 
Council again stress the urgent need for the implementation of that 
resolution in all its aspects. They reiterate their full support for the 
faiA Agreement and for the continued efforts of the Lebanese Government to 
consolidate peace, national unity and security in the country, while 
successfully carrying out the reconstruction process. The members of the 
Council commend the Lebanese Government fbr alts successful efforts to 
extend its authority in the south of the country in full coordination with 
UNIFIL. 

"The members of the Security Council express their concern over the 
continuing vf&lencfeP’ southern Lebanon, regret theSd^ss of civi-Han life, 
and urge all parties to exercise restraint. 

"The members of 'file Security Council take' this opportunity to express 
their appreciation for the continuing efforts of the Secretary-General and 
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his staff in this regard and commend UNIFIL's troops and troop-contributing 
countBJjes for their saqffcsfc’f ices and commitment to the cause of' i'nt-dxnatrona3,.• 
peace and security under dif f i«ilt tfllcumstances. "
